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DETAILED ACTION 



Election/Restrictions 



1 . This application contains claims directed to the following patentably distinct 
species of the claimed invention: 

Species A: Figure 1 

Species B: Figure 5 

Species C: Fuel cell 

Species D: AC power means 

Species E: Battery 

Species F: Frangible membrane 

Species G: Tear seal 

Species H: Both a frangible membrane and a tear seal 

Species I: Low temperature fuel cell 

Species J: Reaction type fuel cell 

Species K: Valve 

Species L: Flow sensor 

Species M: Pump 

Species N: Pressure sensor 

Species O: Feedback control input 

Species P: Biological status sensor 

Species Q: Applicant specified closed-loop type sensor 

Species R: Applicant specified combination of Species K, L, M, N, O, P, and Q 
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Applicants are required to choose Species A or Species B. 

If Applicants elect Species A, then they are further required to elect one of species C, D, 
or E; and one of species K, L, M, N, O, P, Q, or R. 

If Applicants elect Species C, then they are further required to elect one of species I or 
J. 

If Applicants elect Species B, then they are further required to elect one of species I or 
J. 

If Applicants elect Species J, then they are further required to elect one of species F, G, 
orH. 

The combination of the elected species shall constitute the embodiment to which 
the claims shall be restricted. 

Applicant is required under 35 U.S.C. 121 to elect a single disclosed species for 
prosecution on the merits to which the claims shall be restricted if no generic claim is 
finally held to be allowable. Currently, none are generic.
